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Administration Report of the Sirobi State for the year 
1908-1909, ending mith the 3Ist October 1909. 


CHAPTER I. 

General and Political. 

1. The Sirohi State is situated in the South-'West of Rajputnna and Area nn.i popninnon. 
lies between latitude 2‘l°-20' and 25°-17' iTorth and between lon"itnde '72°-l 6' 

and73°-10' East. It is hounded on the I^orth, North-East and West bv the 
Marwar State ; on tiie East by Mewar ; and on the South and Sonth-West 
by the Njitire States of Palanpur, Danta and Idar in tlie Rombay Presidenev. 

It covei's an area of 1,964 square miles and the population was 1,54,544 accordin<( 
to the Census of 1901. The conntr}' is much broken up by hills and rocky 
ranges. The annual revenue of the State is approximately Rs. 4,75,000/-, and 
a yearly tribute of Rs. G,S81-4-0 is paid to the British Government. 

2. The Ruling Family are Chauhan Rajputs o^f the Deora Branch. Tiir chior. 

The present Chief of Sirohi is His Highness Muharao Sir Kaishrec Singhji 

Bahadur G. c. i.K., ic. c. s. i. aged 52 ye.ars. The only surviving son and 
Heir-apparent is Maharaj Kunwar S.arup Singhji who is now in his 22nd year 
and is being educated under expert European tuiiion. He is also acquiring 
some practical knowledge of the administration of the State by working ns 
Musahib with the Diwnn. The present Tutor to the Maharaj Kunwar Sahib 
is Mr. J. H. Smith m. a. 

3. Mr, V. Gabriel c.v.o., i.e.s., ORiciating Resident Western Rajputana nwinquWica vi«iu 
States, visited Sirohi in the month of November 1908. 

4. Col.-Gole, the Officer Commanding (he 43rd Erinpnra Regiment, 
with some of his oflicers, spent Christmas 1908 .at Sirohi. 

5. The Ilon’ble Col. A. F. Pinhe}’ c. i. e., Officiating Agent to the 
Governor General for Rajputana, accompanied by Jlajor K. D. Erskinc i. a. 

the Resident Western Rajputana State.®, p.aid a visit to the capital in the 
first week of April 1909. 

G. His Excellency Lord Kitchner, the Commander-in-Chief of India, 
paid a private nsit to Mount Abu in the middle of April 1909. 

7. His Ilighnc.«s Sir Khengarji B.ahadur G.C.I.E , the Rao of Cutch, Cu'‘svi. 
paid a private visit to Sirohi for the purpose of shooting. He was very 
successful in Shikar and caught a live tiger. 

8. Mahar.aj Kunwar Vijnyrajji Sahib of Bhuj, the YOUngo.®L son-in-law 
of His Highness, w.as entertained ns a guest at Mount Abu in Maj’ 1909. 

9. His Ilighne.ss the ^lahnr.aw.alji Sahib of Jnisdmcr p.aid a vi.sit to 
Mount Abu in the summer and was a also guest of His Highnc®.®, 
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lais Highness’ visit to England. 

10. His Highness had long been thinking of visiting Europe with a view 
to study the ways and manners of the progressive nations of the West, as also 
to pay his loyal and devoted respects to His Majesty the King-Emperor. His 
Highness left Bombay on the 13tli of Ma)’ 1309, accompanied by his friend 
Col. H. H. F. Rennick; Mr. Maganlal Mehta acted as Secretary to His Highness 
during the tour. The original programme of making a tour throughout Europe 
had to be cancelled in consequence of His Highness’ ill-health, aud medical men 
advised him to visit England only. 

11. After a favourable and prosperous voyage, His Highness landed at 
Marseilles on the 29th May and, having taken a short rest and seen that town, 
he left for Paris on the 1st June, breaking the journey at Vichy in order to 
consult the medical men about his health and to enquire ns to the efficacy of 
the mineral waters of that'qilace. His Highness sta 3 'ed for 5 days in Paris and 
left for London on the 8th June. He was greeted at Charing Cross Station 
by Col. Sir Cur7on Wyllie on behalf of the Secretiwy of State for India. 

12. "While in’England, His Highness had the honour of being received 
by Their Majesties at Buckingham Palace. He had also the honour of being 
received by His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales at Marlborough House, 
and he atteneded Their Majesties’ Court on the 24th June, 

13. At Their Majesties’ kind invitation. His Highness witnessed the 
following spectacles ; — 

(1) The presentation of Colours to the Territorial Forces by His 

Majesty on, the 19th June. 

(2) The openning ceremony of the Victoria aud Albert Musueinby 

Their Majesties on the 26tli J une. 

(3} The trooping of the Colours by the Brigade of Guards. 

Their Majesties invited His Highness to the State Ball on the 2nd July 
but he was unable to attend as he had to leave London on the previous day 
owing to ill-health, 

14. His Highness had the pleasure of having two interviews with Lord 
Morely, the Secretary of State for India. He had also the pleasure of 
seeing such old friends as Lord Curzon, Sir Edward Bradford, Sir Alfred Lyall 
and other retired Political Officers. His Highness was shown all over London 
by his friends the late Sir Curzon Wjdlie and Lady Wyllie, who spared no 
pains to make him comfort.able in every w.ay. 

l.">. During His Highness’ absence Mahnraj Ivunwar Sanipsinghji look- 
ed after the ndtninistr.ation of the State in conjunction with the Diwan,and took 
keen interest in making himself familiar with the routine work and general 
management of affairs, while the gener.al supervision was entrusted to Major 
K. D. Erskine the Resident, Western Rajputana States. 
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16. His Highness returned from Enghind .snd landed at Cnrnac Bunder, 
Bombay, on tiic 16th Jul}' 1909, where an enthusiaKlic reception was given to 
fiim I)y the Seths and Sahukars trading in that City and also by the Ic.ading 
J.ngirdars of the St.ate wlio had gone there speciall}' for tlie purpose. An 
address of welcome was presented to His Higlincss at a reception held at 
M.adhobng. over which Justice Sir Chandarv.arknr presided. The loyal subjects 
of Ills Highness were greatly pleased at his safe return from such an arduous 
voyage, and their outbursts of loyalty found expression in genend *ejoicings 
and tlie presentation of Addresses of Welcome at Abu, Abu Road and Sirohi. 
At all these meetings His Highness, while thanking his subjects for their expres- 
sions of loyalty, e.xpressrd his great abhorrence at the dastard!}' crime and 
his deep sorrow at the iissasination of his dear friend, the late Sir Curzon Wyllie 
under such tragic circumstances on the very evening of the day on which he 
left England for India.

CHAPTER II. 

Administration of Xrond Revenue 

IS. The so called Talad system, which was extended last yc.ar to Sirohi 
town, Mount Abu and the Posali.a Pnrgana, is pi-ogre^sitig fairly well, and the 
old ITalband! system is in many villages being gradually superseded by the 
Bhngbalai system. The Talati Department remained under the direct supervi- 
sion of Mr. Lallubhai Hhimbhai, the Assistant Hevenue Commissioner, thronidi- 
out the year. On inspection of the records of some of the Talah's, it was 
found th.at the existing system of keeping records was somewhat defective and 
required revision. 

19. As the land throughout the State has not yet been surveyed, it is 
very dillicnlt to ascertain the exact area under cultivation or that lying folloiv. 
It is under the consideration of the Darbar to have the whole State surveyed 
gradually as funds permit. A sum of Rs. 10,000/- has therefore been .allotted 
in the Budget for 1909-1910 for this purpose. 

20. The total demand of the year stood at Rs, 1,94,9.58-10-6 of which 
Rs. 1,90,9.54-lo-S were realised in cn*;!! against Rs, 1,78,867-7-0 the collection 
of the previous year showing an increase of Rs 12,087-6-3 which w.is chicfl}’ 
due to the good Rabi outturn. A sum of Rs. 1,007-6-0 out of past .arrears was 
remitted on account of the partial failure of the Kiiarif crops. The prosjiects 
of the Rabi crop for the yc.ar 1909-1910 scorn to be hopeful, and a rich 
harvest is anticipated.

The loyal subjects 
of His Highness were greatly pleased at his safe return from such an arduous 
voyage, and their outbursts of loyalty found expression in general *ejoicings 
and the presentation of Addresses of Welcome at Abu, Abu Road and Sirohi. 
At all these meetings His Highness, while thanking his subjects for their expres- 
sions of loyalty, expressed his great abhorrence at the d.astardly' crime and 
his deep sorrow .at the assasination of his de.ar friend, the late Sir Curzon Wyllie 
under such tragic circumstances on the verj' evening of the day on which he 
left England for India.

The so called Talaii system, which was extended last year to Sirohi 
town, Mount Abu and the Posalia Pargana, is progressing fairly well, and the 
old Halbandi system is in many villages being gradually superseded by the 
Bhagbatai system. The Talati Department remained under the direct supervi- 
sion of Mr. Lallubhai Bhimbhai, the Assistant Revenue Commissioner, throuo-h- 
out the year. On inspection of the records of some of the Talalis, it was 
found that the e.xisting system of keeping records was somewhat defective and 
required revision. 

19. As the land throughout the State has not yet been surveyed, it is 
very difficult to ascertain the exact area under cultivation or that lying follow. 
It is under the consideration of the Darb<ar to have the whole State surveyed 
gradually as funds permit, A sum of Rs. 10,000/- has therefore been allotted 
in the Budget for 1909-1910 for this purpose. 

20, The total demand of the year stood at Rs, 1,94,958-10-6 of which 
Rs. 1,90,954-13-3 were realised in cashag,ainst Rs. 1,78,867-7-0 the collection 
of the previous year showing an increase of Rs 12,087-6-3 which was chiefly 
due to the good Rabi outturn. A sum of Rs. 1,007-6-0 out of p.ast arrears was 
remitted on account of the partial failure of the Eharif crops. The prospects 
of the Rabi crop for the year 1909-1910 seem to be hopeful, and a rich 
harvest is anticipated. 


Change'!. 
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2l. As anticipated in para 19 o£ last year's Report, the experiment in 
connection %vith the sowing of Egyptian cotton proved a success. The total 
outtern from 4 pounds of seeds sown last year was 12 maunds of uncleaned 
cotton and a better yield is expected this year. The plot of land on which the 
experiment was tried is situated near the Banas river, and it has yet to be seen 
how far other soils in the Santpur and Rohera Parganas are suitable for this 
crop and would make cultivation on a larger scale remunerative. 


CHAPTER III. 

Protection. 

.c-i-btiMn 22. As stated in last year’s Report, there are no codified laws in the 

Sirohi State, civil and criminal justice being administered by means of orders 
and circulars issued by the Darbar from time to time as occasions arise on 
their own initiative or on receipt of reports From the heads of departments. 
These rules and orders keep in view the long standing usages of the country, 
and wherever possible the spirit of the laws in force in British India is 
embodied therein. They' are revised every now and then in the liglit of new 
requirements and, now that the public seems to have become w'ell acquainted 
with them, the Darbar are alive to the necessity of making a regular attempt 
towards codification. It is therefore under their consideration to make arrange- 
ments for compiling law manuals based on the existing rules and orders. 

23. With this aim in view, the Sirohi Excise Act containing rules and 
regulations relating to Abkdri, opium and lieinp drugs was passed into law in the 
year under report. It embodies to a large extdut the suggestions of Mr. Cox 
i.e.s. the Excise Commissioner for Central India, to whom the thanks of the 
Darbar are due for his whole-hearted support in introducing tliis scheme. 
(The history of Excise is given in Chapter IV). 

24. A Registration Act is under preparation and will be passed into law 
as soon as it is ready. 

25. The State Artillery remained the same as in the previous year', 
and consisted of 8 guns and 5 gunners. In the State Infantr}' too there was 
no change. 18 new men were recruited to fill up vaciincies caused by deaths 
and desertions. Appendix III gives details of the cost and strength of the State 
militia. 

[•oi.c.. 2G. The whole police force of the State remained under the direct 

supervision of the Superintendent of police. Of 67.5 rank and file, ns 
shown in last year’s Report, there were 5G vacancies in the foot police on account 
of desertions and transfers to other departments. 100 new men were enlisted to 
fill up the vacjincies and to increase the reserve police by 44 men. One Clerk 
was given to the raujb.akhshi to keep the accounts of the cstabli.shment in 
proper order. The strength of the entire force is therefore 721 (including the 
Faujhakhshi and his clerk). The total cost of maiiilenance of the police depart- 
ment amounted to Hs. 47,599-4-9 (vide appendix IV). 

27. The number of circles and Thanas remained the same as in the 
preceding year. 
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Inayat Ali, the Inspector oE police, was deputed on special duty with 
a party of police to bring about the arrest of the Marwar outlaws of Alawa in 
conjunction with Muliamniad Kasim, the Marwar Deputy Superintendent of 
Police, as they were infesting the Sirolii- Marwar border and causing much 
trouble. This combined party is still at work and doing its best to arrest tiie 
outlaws, but its joint efforts have so far been unsuccessfuD^’hey are still trying- 
hard to ascertain the whereabouts of the men wanted, and it is hoped that their 
efforts will in the long run be crowned with success. » 


29. Necessary details in connection with the working of the police are 

given in Appendies V and VI. number of offences committed during the 

3 mar under report was 791 as against 853 in the previous year. The value of 
property stolen was Rs. 18,638-9-6 as against Ks. 33,179-12-6 in 1907-08. 
Of the amount stolen, property’ wortli Rs. 4,037-3-9 was recovered as against 
Rs. 5,418-4-6 in the previous veaiy/(vide Appendix VI). 

30. The discipline and work of the police was on the whole satisfuctoiy. 

31. There was no change in tlie number of Civil and Crimin il Courts 
of the State. 

The total number of offences during the year under report was 
791 as against 853 in the previous year, while the number of persons sent up 
for trial -was 1,603 against 1,629 ; of the 1,603 persons just mentioned, 528 
wore convicted, 923 acquitted, 16 committed to sessions and 10 d\ed^The 
number of persons remaining under trial at the close of the year in the different 
criminal' Courts of the State was 142 as against 341 in the previous year. (Vide 
Appendix Till), 


33. During the year under Report, 13 cases were committed to the Coui’t 
of Sessions involving 16 accused. Of the 17 accused (Including 1 of the 
previous year) dealt witli by the Sessions Court, 10 were convicted and 7 acquit- 
ted. The convictions hlelude one Rajput Venji of Dhanari aged 56 who was 
found guily of murdering three of his near relatives and was awarded capital 
punishment by His Highness. 757 persons were sent up for trial before the 
Court of the Judicial Officer exercising the powers of a First Class Magistrate, 
and of these 182 were convicted, 493 acquitted, 16 committed and 10 died ; 
while the Tahsildars convicted 336 and acquitted 423, (Vide Appendix VIII). 


34. The work done during the 5 "ear by the Appellate Courts is 
shown in Appendix IX. There were 14 criminal appeals before the Mehkania 
Khas of which 12 were decided. The total number of appeals before the 
Diwan’s Court was 148 (including those pending at the close of the previous 
year), of which 80 were decided. Of 15 applications filed in tbe Court of the 
Judicial Officer against the decisions of the Tahsildars, all were disposed of, 
(Vide Appendix IX). 


35. The number of civil suits pending on the Slst October 1908, toge- 
ther with those instituted during the year, amounted to 935, of which 845 were 
decided, leaving a balance of 90, as compared with 953, 839 and 1 14 respective!}' 
of the previous j'ear. The percentage of decisions is satisfactory, amounting 
as it does 90'03 against 88'03 for 1907-08. The aggregate value of the suits 
disposed of during the year amounted to Rs. 61,126-3-3, Vide Appendix X.

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3G. Appendix XI shows the miinler and result oE applications for 
the execution of decrees. Of 246 applications. 1S2 were disposed of, leaving 
G-l pending ns against 218, 78 and 140 respectively of the previous year. Tlie 
total amount of decretal money realized was Us 23,745-4-0, The percentage 
of di.sposed was 73*9 as against 35*78 of the preceding year.

37. In the Appellate Courts, out of a total of 169 appeals, 125 were 
decided,, leaving a balance of 44 at the close of the year against 149, 65 and 84 
respectively of the previous year. 18 appeals were decided by the Mehkama 
Khas, 77 by the Diwan’s Court and 30 by the Judicial Officer, (Vide Appen- 
dix XII). 


38. During the year under report tlm Extradition Hules between 
.'^^irohi and jMarwnr were brought into force. 3 accused were surrendered 
hy biroiii to Marw-ar, but not a single accused was extradited from Marwar to 
Sirohi thougli regular Prinut fade evidence was sent in each case. I’here 
are still a good many difficulties in the way of the smooth working of these 
rules, and it is earnestly hoped that the Marwar Darbar will co-operate with 
the Sirohi Darbar and give the scheme a fair trinly*^ 


39. One accused was this year made over to the British Government 
for trial. 


s.rniii .M.irnMr Joint 40. The Working of the Joint Court of Marwar and Sirohi has not 

been at all satisfactorj'. It was instituted as a tentative measure for the 
settlement of petty cases of theft occuring in the border villages. Only two 
sessions have been held since its inauguration, and the results have been .too 
meagre to show any signs of success. Its working for another year will 
.show whether there is any object in continuing the arrangement wltich at 
present seems doubtful.

42, In addition to the various lockups in the Tahsils, where prisoner.s 
sentenced to not more then two monllis imprisonment are confined, there i.s a 
Central Jail at birohi. Appendix XIII shows that on the 1st Xovember 
3908 there were 113 prisoners in this Jail while 106 were admitted during the 
3*e.ar under report. Out of the total of 219, 141 were released at the expiration 
of tlie terms of their sentences, 3 died of natural death, and one was hanged, 
leaving 74 in the Jail at the end of the year. Tlie total cost of the prisoners 
diet, and clotliing and the Jail establishment amounted to lis. 4,530-1-6, while 
tliat tl'.c of lockups in the Tahsils was Rs. 113-11-0. Ks. 637-13-9 were paid 
on account of the maintenance charges of Sirohi convicts at the Andamans or 
in the Jnil ;it A jinnr. The total expenditure under tins licad amounted to 
Bs. .5,281-10-3 as ng.aiiist Rs. 0,117-4-3 during the preceding year. Though 
Uialnrinl fever was verv prevalent throughout the whole country* in tlie inonth.s 
of Xovomberand December 1908 and after the mins of 1909, the health of the 
pri^oncr^ was generally good. The conduct of the prisoners was satisfactory* 
and no cumpl.-iint.s of breach of Jail rules or want of disciiiliuc were received. 
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43, Attached to the Jail is a small factory for the weaving of carpets and 
Nhoar and it is progressing slowly as the local demand for Jail made articles 
is small. The factory yielded a net profit of Us. 255-5-9. 

44. The Lithographic press attached to the Jail continued to do good 
and useful work. 

45, No registration were effected during the year under report Vide 
Appendices XIV and XV. 

46. The municipalities in the Sirohi State remained the same as in the 
past year. The receipts of those at Abu Road and Sheoganj, which are mana- 
ged by the local State officials with the advice of the Hospital Assistants, 
amounted during the current year to Us. 1,802/- against Rs. 1,7.30-5-0 in 
J 907-08 while the expenditure was Ks. 2,061-8-6 against Us. 2,227-3-3. Rs. 
141-12-0 were paid on account of conservancy charges at Sirohi, and Hs. 
8,000/- were paid as the State’s contribution to the Municipal funds at Abu, 
vide Appendix XVI. 


CHAPTER IV. 

Production and distribution. 

47. The total rainfall at Sirohi during the year was 31 inches 74 
cents against 40 inches 7 cents of the previous year (vide Appendix XVII). 
November and December were rainless, and it was only in the middle of 
January that slight. showers, varying from 4 cents to half an inch, were re- 
ceived in some of the Parganas. The yeild of the Rabi crop was excellent on 
account of irrigation from wells and a favourable season. In March there was 
no rain, but in the second and third weeks of April good falls were reported 
by nearly ail the Parganas. The monsoon of 1909 was not so heavy as that of 
its predecessor. The month of May was quite dry. The regular monsoon 
biu’st with its full force in J uly and more than 15 inches of rain were recorded 
in a single day on Mount Abu. In the parganas. of Pindwara, Rohera, 
Santpur, Mandar and Pamera — all lying below Abu — the rainfall was rather 
heavier than at Sirohi and did some damage to the mahki and haira crops. 
In Pindwara there was exceptionally heavy rain, in consequence of which the 
dam and earth work of the Sabela tank were almost half washed away. The 
Jawai river did some damage to the village of Joela. The rain ceased in the 
month of September and, after a break of nearly a fortnight, some showers 
were again received in October. On account of well distributed rain throughout 
the State, a rich Rabi harvest for 1909- L9 10 is anticipated. 

48. The high prices of food grains that prevailed throughout 1907-08 
wer^ot maintained as there was general prosperity in the entire State 
and^^eld of the Rabi crop was good. 

49. Wages for labour ruled high .at Sirohi, Abu and Abu Road as most 
of the labourers were busy with agricultural operations .and there was general 
prosperity in the country. The wages of artizaus, carpenters and others were 
normal.

Public works Department. 

50. The total expenditure during the year under this head amounted to 
Rs. 53,008-10-11, vide Appendix XIX. 

51. The original Civil Works consisted of the following:-

(a) The construction of Offices, warehouses and other buildings in 

connection with the State Distilleries at Pindwara and Sirohi 
at a cost of Rs. 9,790-9-9. 

(b) The "Chhatris” of the late Maharao Timed Singh ji Sahib and 

the late Maliaraniji Sabiba were built at a cost of Rs. ■ 5,000 
in the compound of the Sarne.shwarji temple.

(c) A “Pakka” cattle pound was constructed near the Crosthwaite 

Hospital at Sirolii. 

(d) A portion of the wall round the Zannna i^alaee at Sirchi, which 

was very old, came down during the heav}' rains of 1908 and 
was rebuilt at a cost of Rs. 2,540. 

(c) The roofing and wall-work of the second storey of the new Abu 
Kothi was taken in hand and half of it was finished. 

Besides the above main works, other petty Avoiks and repairs were carried 
out in connection with the buildings at Sirohi and in the Parganas. The totfd 
cost of original Civil Works and repairs amounted to Rs. 30,322-9-4. 

52. The total expenditure on repairs of roads was Rs. 4,140-4-9. 
The Delwara Dhundai Pilgrims road, work upon which was begun in 1907-08 
was completed during the year under Report and now there remains onl}' 
one bridge over the Nullah near the Dhundai Chouki to be built. The 
following roads w’ere repaired and patched uj) : —

53. Some repairs wore carried out in connection with the ducts and 
dam of the Jlatar-Jlataji, Jubilee and Chandela tanks. Tlie original work 
consisted of the putting up of sluice gate.s on the new tank at Sirohi, and of 
some masonry work, but it could not progress much on .account of the 
rains. 


Parwanas were granted to Bohras for the construction of 13 new 
wells at a cost of Rs. 4,758. 18 old wells were .also repaired at a cost of 

Rs. 1,710/- by the Rohrao. The total cost incurred by the State on irrigation 
during the 3 ’car was Ks. 9,645-8-1. 


54. The cost of the establishment amounted to Rs. 2,900-4-9. 
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Excise Department. 

55. The old outstill system of mainiracturinp; liquor came to an end in 
the beginning o£ the year 1 909. Previous to the introduction of “ the Sladras 
system” in the State, the monopoly of manufacture and sale of liquor at one 
or more outstills was farmed out by public auction for each Pargana separately 
and given to the highest bidder who was usually a Kalal or professional 
distiller. This pi’ivate manufacture of liquor gave rise to a good many abuses 
and there was no check whatever on tlie growing'drinking-habit of the people. 
To put an end to this evil, to stop the private manufacture of liquor and to 
ensure its unadulterated distillation, His Highness with the friendly advice of 
]\lr. H. V. Cobb i.c.s., c i.e., w'ho was then Itesident, Western Rajputana States, 
and of Sir. Cox i.c.s., the Excise Commissioner for Central India, gave the 
matter his thi'ough consideration and deputed Pandit Mansaram Sukal to some 
of the leading Government Distilleries in the United provinces to see how work 
was carried on there. His Highness gave his assent to the introduction of “the 
Madras system” in the State and ordered that from January 1909 all private 
inuuufacture and sale of liquor should be strictly prohibited and held penal. 

56. TheSirohi Excise Act cont-iining Rules and Regulations on Abkari, 
opium and hemp drugs was accordingly passed into law during the year under 
report. The liquor is now manufactured only iu the State Distillery at Pind- 
wara and the Central Distillery at the capital. All private stills are closed from 
the 1st of January 1909 in the Pindwara, Rohera, Bhakar, Khuni, Sheoganj, 
Jhora and .Magra Parganas, while those in Pnmera and Mandar were stopped 
in May last when the licenses to sell liquor were farmed out. 

57. The monopoly for the manufacture and sale of liquor by private 
distillation in the four Parganas of Abu, Abu Road, Santpur and Anadra was 
farmed out to Khan Bahadur Framji N. Suntook for seven years on the 1st of 
July 1905 for Rs. 12,708/- a year, and it will come to an end on the 50th 
June 1912, The Madras system could not therefore be extended to these 
Parganas. 

58. Pandit Mansaram Sukal, the E.vcise Superintendent, was sent by 
His Highness to Dhulia to receive training iuid he returned duly qulified, having 
passed the higher test of Excise. He has worked to the entire satisfaction of 
the Darhar, and credit is due to him for having placed this new system on a 
better footing. 

59. During the ab.^ence of Pandit Mansaramji to Dhulia, the Excise 
Department was placed under Mr. Kherachand Singlii m. a. who for three 
months from 20th Janu.-uy to the 27th .March 1909 worked with great zeal 
and energv. 

60. The number of shops in the Parganas is strictly limited and for 
them yearly licenses are granted. The number of liquor shops throughout the 
iJtate.during the year under report was 54, None but License-holders can take 
liquor from the State Warehouse at Sirohi and the Pindwara Distillery. The 
right of private manufacture of liquor for personal consumption is granted to 
a limit/'ed number of Jnglrdars only, while pett}' Jagirdars are given a fixed 
annual money payment as com pen, sation. The quantity of liquor that each 
Jngirdar can manufacture .at his still with the permission of the State is also 
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fixed once for all. All importation flon’ers into the State is prohibited - 

except by the Excise Department or Khan Bahadur Framji N. Suntook. 
The Jngirdarshave to buj' the flowers from the Superintendent of Excise. The 
liquor that is manufactured at the State Distilleries is of varying strength and 
is given to License-holders at the prices mentioned below ; —

Go. From the above it will be seen that the net income of the Excise 
Department amounted to Rs. 19,714-8-8. This 3’ear only Rs. 1,251-2-0 have 
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been pnid ns Jagirdar's Bag out oE Rs. 3,467/- and Customs duty ordinarily 
levied on JilaJnia imported into the State has not been paid which at the 
rate oE 12 annas a maund amounts to Rs. 3,776/-. The result has been a fall in the 
Customs revenue, while on the other hand thei-e have been man}’ initial expen- 
ses in the msitter o£ buildings and Distillery plant. 'J he Budget allotment for 
establishment in 1909-1910 has been estimated at Rs. 6,800/-. 

Customs. 

64. The rerenue from Customs amounted to Rs, 1,53,837-3-0 as 
against Rs. 1,54,513- 1 1-6 during the preceding year, while the expenditure 
Avas Rs. 25,770-7-0 against Rs. 35,707-7-3. There has been a decrease in the 
duty letded on Maliu i as its. 3,776/- were not paid by the Excise Department, 
and this item is not included in the revenue above referred to. The item of 
expenditure includes the cost of establishment and the Danhaq jiaid to 
Jagirdars proportionately to the amount collected by the State according to 
their agreements. The decrease in expenditure is to some extent due to some 
of the Jagirdrs’ dues liaving remained unpaid at tiie close of the year. There 
is no appreciable increase or decrease in imports and exports worth noticing. 

Forest. 

65. The Forest Department A\'as throughout the year under the direct 
snpei'A'ision of the Ditvan. Though Lala Permeshwaridas, the Forest officer, 
AA’as in charge of all the forests of the State, he seldom Avent down to inspect 
them, as his services were entirely confined to Abu. Lala Permeshwaridas 
died and Mr. Achal Singh Ratbor, avIio has a practical knowledge of the 
forests, succeeded him as Forest Officer. The road-.'-ide plantations at Abu 
Avere satisfactorily carried out. Rubber plants AA’ere also sown in several 
localities and foreign seeds, brought by His Highness from Europe, Avere put in 
the nursei’}' and grounds of the Sirohi Kothis at Abu, where they are progres- 
sing satisfactorily. 

66. Eone of the fore.sts except the Abu reserves hat'e been classified 
up to noAA’, and tlie Forest Officer has been asked to submit a scheme AA’ith 
regard to their classifiicatioii and conser%’ation. 

67. The , Forest establishment consisted of one Forest Officer, four 
Foresters, three Clerks, two Munshis and forty four guards. The total income 
during the year amounted to Rs. 23,846-7-0 as against Rs. 31,160-14-3 of the 
previous year, Avhile the expenditure was Rs .6,829-7-0 against Rs. 5,602-1-9 of 
the preceding 3 'ear. The falling off iii the forest revenue is due to the smaller 
quantity of stone quarried at Akra and Morthala and to there having been no 
export of firewood in the yenr under report. 

Trade. 

68. Trade and commerce are flourshxng. On account of the good 
outtiu'n of the crops and the low prices prev.ailing in the country, wheat, Td 
and sesaranra AA’ere e.vported in large quantities and immense profits were 
made by the trading classes. 
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69. The weaving and dyeing industries — mostly of coarse cloth — are 
reviving, and the demand for these locally made articles seems to be gradually 
increasing. 

70. The tannery at Abu Road continued to work satisfactoril}'. 

71. The Kaisher Indian Sugar Manufacturing Company commenced 
work during the 3 -ear and manufactured varieties of sugar, but it does not 
appear to have secured a good market 3 'et. 

Greneral condition of the State and the people. 

72. There is a steady improvement in the condition of the State and 
the people on account of the prosperous agricultural r-ear and the flourishing 
condition of trade. The agricultural and labouring classes are happy and 
contented and this general prosperity gives liopeful signs of tlie revival of 
local industries. 

PwH and Telegraph 13. The Post and Telegraph offices in the State remained the same. ns 

in the previous year. 

Jiint. 74. There is no mint in the State; the British enrrenc}' is in use 

throughout the territoiy. 


CHAPTER V. 

Revenue’ and Finance. 

75, In the year under reporta new S 3 ’stem of keeping account'!, based 
on that obtaining in more reformed States, was introduced and the Accounts 
Office was separated from the Revenue Comrai-ssioncr’s Office. This system, 
however, did not work well according to the new rules as the accounts of other 
departments, which were being kept in the old wn}’, did not in many places tall 3 ’ 
with those in this Office. Necessar}' changes were according!}! effected and the 
Accounts Office was again placed under the Revenue Commissioner with an 
adequate staff. 

76. The financial condition of the State is verj'much improving. The 
receipts under heads show signs of increase, and the debts are .also being 
gradnall}- reduced, though a good deal of unforeseen expenditure had to be 
faced. The total income of the State amounted to Hs. 5,28,236-4-0 ns against 
Rs. 4,81,682-15-6 of tlio preceding a-car — or a net increase of Rs. 43,553-4-3, 
which is due chiefly to an increase under the heads of Land Revenue and 
Excise. The total exjienditurc during tlio current 3 'ear was Rs. 4,39,748-11-5, 
ns against Rs. 3,92,945-1-3, in the }-ear 1907-1908, 'I'he increase in disburse- 
ments was due to expenses in connection with His Highness’ tour to Europe 
and much initial oiuiav under the head of AbUiri etc. The P. W. D. alone 
absorbed a large sum of Rs. oSfiUOj- as against Rs. 13,518/- in the previous 
yenr. The credit balance at the dose of the V’car was Rs. 88,487-8-7, out of 
which Ils. 79,015-11-3 were p.aid awr.}’ in liquidation of the State debts, 
leaving a c.'’sh bnlaucc in hand of Its, 9,471-13-4. 
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77. ,As regards items o£ expenditure in excess o£ the Budget allotment, 
the following iiv\y be noticed : — 

(fit) There has been an increase o£ Rs. 3,500/- in the Zanana House- 
hold expenses owing to the stay o£ Baiji bhree Haitkooverji 
Sahiba at Sirohi. 

(b) Under the head o£ the Budget grant was exceeded b}" 

Hs. 7,007-13-4. This is attributed to the purchase o£ more 
species and Maliua etc. This expenditure was unexpected 
as the distillation and manufacture of liquor was introduced in 
the current year. 

(c) The grant under P. W. D. -was exceeded by Rs. 11,400/-. This 

was due to tlie construction of distilleries at Pindwara and 
Sirohi and also of the new Rothi at Abu. 

2>ebts. 

78. The debts'of the State at the close of the year 1907-1908 amount- 
ed to Rs. 3,78,615-6-11 and the interest thereon for the 3 ’ear was Rs. 
14,844-13-0, making a total of Rs. 3,93,460-4-2, of which Rs. 79,015-11-3 
were paid in liquidation leaving a net balance of R.s. 3,14,444-8-11 at the end 
of 1908-1909. It may be noticed here that no interest was added to the debt 
of Dewasthan, which has been invested in’ works of public utility us stated in 
last year’s Report. 


CHAPTER VI. 

medical department. 

79. The total number of dispensaries in the Sirohi State remained the 
same as in the previous 3 'ear. The medical relief afforded to the public at the 
Crosthwaite Hospital at Sirohi and the Dispensary at Sheoganj is shown in 
Appendix XXIII. The total number of out-door and in-door patients treated 
at the Crosthwaite Hospital and the Sheoganj Dispensary was 13,299 and 117 
respectively as against 12,521 and 127 in 1907-08. Besides the above, 
much relief was afforded to the public by the Hospitals at Abu and Abu Road, 
which are maintained partly by Government and partly 83 ' other donations. 
All these Hospitals are under the supervision of the Residency Surgeon who 
inspects them occasionall 3 '. 

80. Col. R. C. MacWatt i.m.s., the Residency^ W. R. States, rendered 
valuable help to these institutions and to the Darbar by his professional advice, 
and timely precautionary measures were taken against the recurrence of plague 
during the year under report. 

81. As malarial fever was widely prevalent throughout the State in 
the months of November and December 1908 and also in the last three months 
of the 3 ’ear under review, the Darbar, at the kind suggesting of Col. MacWatt 
purchased a large quantity of quinine for free distribution throughout the 
State through Tahsildars and Faujdars which indeed gave much relief to the 
sufferers. 
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Vital statist i(:=. 


82. The total number oC children vaccinated during the year was 5,402 
against 7,174 o£ tlio preceding y^ear. 

S3. Appendix XXIV gives information regarding births and deaths in 
Sirohi town and six other towns of the State. The registration of births 
and deaths is confined to these seven places onl 3 ^ While comparing the figures 
of births laid down^n Appendix XXIV with the number of children vaccinated, 
regard is to be had to the fact that births are registei'ed only at the towns 
named therein, while tlie vaccination statistics include the cliildren of villages 
where births are not registered. 

84. Two cases of Cholera were reported at Abn Road in the months of 
April and May, and prompt measures were adopted to root it out. 

8.5. Tlie total expenditure at the Hospital at Sirohi and the Dispensary 
at Sheoganj during the year under report was Rs. 3,071-0-1 against Ks. 
.3,086-2-0 of the preccetling year. Itincludes the cost of medicines for these two 
places paid direct by Diwan’s office and of quinine distributed gratis. 

86. The Crosthwaite Hospital and the Central Jail at Sirohi were 
inspected by Col. H. V. N Harington i.M.s., the Residency Surgeon and Chief 
Medical Officer, itajputana, in the month of Fobriiary 1909. 


CHAPTER VII. 

87. There are altogether three Englisli Schools in the State. 
The Schools at Abu and Abu Road are maintained partly by Government and 
partly by Railwa}’ contributions and otlier donations. The Darbar School at 
Sirohi stood long in need of imj)roveinent and in April 1909 it was put under 
the supervision of ilr. Khemchand Singlti m.a, who soon after leorganized the 
staff by calling good teachers from abroad. The want of a good Headmaster 
has been removed by securing the services of Mr. Vishnu Chandra Mital a 
well-ciiltiired young man of the United provinces. He with othcr.s joined the 
Scliool in Mav last and since then it is satisfactory to note that there has been 
much improvement in the leacliing, discipline and daily attendance of the boys in 
nsmtich as tlic number of pupils on the rolls rose from 23 to 75 b}' the close of 
the year under report. No good Second Master could be secured and the post 
is still vacant. 

88. The huget allottmcnt of the Darbar School for the year 1908-1909 
was Us. 2,100/- but, on account of tlie teachers joining late or in the second half 
of tlie year, the actual expenditure was Us. 981-15-0 only, vide Appendix XXV. 

89. Desai Nagarji Bhimbliai was .'-ent at State expense to the Imperial 
Forest College, Dehni Dun, for training in April 1909. 

90. The scliolarships to the two boys at Jaipur still continue. 

91. Great attention has been devoted to tlie physical culture of the 
^tlu1ont•^. Mnharaj Ivunwiir Sahib very kindly allowed tlicm to make use of 
ii!< sporting niuteriiil. Thanks arc also due to Mr, J. II. Smith M a. for 
having taken a keen iiitrest in all the out door games and the physical develop- 
ment of the bov.s. 
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92. The total cost under this head amounted to Rs. 2,130-8-3, In the 
budget for 1909-1910 a sum oE Rs. 1,000/- has been set aside to give grants- 
in-aid to the private primary Schools at Sheoganj, Rohera and Pindwara to 
encourage the promoters to make them Secondary ones. 

93. His Highness, in order to encourage Sirohi students to go up for 
higher education, awarded a gold medal to Mr. Khemchahd Singhi m.a. in a 
public Darbar in appreciation of his being the first man from the State to 
obtain this degree. 


CHAPTER Vlir. 

94, The criminal tribes in Sirohi are mainly Bhils and Minas. At the 
end of the year under report the number on the register was 130. They 
were settled at the following localities : —

95. Prithvi Rajji of Kalandridied in 1907 and since then the question 
of succession to the Thikana was pending ns man}' complications had arisen on 
account of there being three claimants thereto. After careful consideration 
the succession of Kunwar Kan Singh of barlooth, whom the Th'akuranies had 
adopted soon after the death of Prithvi Rajji, was confirmed and a succession 
Parwana was accordingly granted to liim by the Darbar during the year under 
report.

96. The Thakiir of Mobagaon, having been dissatisfied with the decisionin 
the above adoption case assumed a defiant attitude and continued to give trouble 
and committed depredations on his neighbours. Though repeatedly asked, he did 
not surrender the accused who were guilty of committing several offences and 
consequently the Darbar, in order to bring pressure on him, had to attach .his 
village of Foongni.
